* Manufacturers of armor plate do not 
appear to be falling over each other,” said 
Congressman Boutelle of Maine, Chairman 
ef the House Naval committee in the Fifty- 
fourth Congress, “in their efforts to secure 
contracts at the figures named in the last 
maval appropriation bill. That bluff of the 
Illinois Steel company worked like a charm 
in reducing the cost to $300 per ton, but no- 
body seems anxious to bid for the privilege 
of making armor plate at that price. 

“Considerable curjpsity is manifested to 
Know how much armor plate will be manu- 
factured by this company, or if it‘is really 
jn earnest about constructing a plant for 
this purpose. There may be profit in mak- 
jng armor plate at $300 per ton after every- 
thing is in shape for its manufacture, but 
tto commence from the ground up would re- 
quire the outlay of at least $3,500,000 before 
a penny of return would be im sight. 

** Information that I get from the Navy 
Department is to the effect that there is a 
lethargic condition of affairs among armor 
Plate contractors at present, and they do 
not seem to care whether they ever make a 
pound of armor for Uncle Sam at the figures 
he proposes to pay them. Just as goon as 
we get into working order in the House it 
is proposed to Investigate this question more 
thoroughly than ever with a view bo getting 
ithe best possible results for money that may 
be expended for armor plate.”’

She Charges That Cruel Treatment 
Hastened His Taking Of on Friday

Bruised and Bloody and of Secur- 
ing a Statement During One of His 
Lucid Intervals—Denied by Dr. 
Tice.

SHERMAN TAKES A VIGOROUS STAND, 


Tells De Lome Treaty Must Be Re- 
spected—Minister Says He May as 
Well Go Home. 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—[Special.]}— 
Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish Minister, is 
despondent. He has had three interviews 
the last week with Secretary of State Sher- 
man, each less satisfactory to himself fhan 
the one preceding, and now he has confessed 
to an intimate friend he might as well go 
home. 

On Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday the 
Secretary and Minister were closeted for 
hours. Secretary Sherman finally laid 
down the position of the United States as 
follows: 

“The United States wishes an assurance 
that all American prisoners will be dealt

street. The body of the husband lies ina 
coffin inthe front parlorof Mrs. Lyons’ home. 
For two days the woman’s condition has 
been such as to alarm her relatives and 
friends. When she can be induced to speak 
at all it is only concerning her grief and its 
cause. 

Mrs. Lyons charges that her husband was 
cruelly beaten at the hospital, and that 
death, which was inevitable, was hastened 
on this account. Dr. Frederick Tice, who 
had charge of the patient, says the beating 
which Lyons received exists only in the 
imagination of his wife. He denies that the 
attendants had to resort to harsh measures 
in dealing with the patient and says that 
the bruises which are on the face of the 
bo&y even in death were received by a fall 
from bed three weeks ago. 


Statement of Mrs. Lyons. 

‘“‘T called at the Dunning Hospital three 
weeks ago Monday to see my husband,’’ Mrs. 
Lyons said yesterday afternoon. ‘‘ He was 
in a terrible condition. His left eye was 
terribly blackened. The-right side of the 
face had the skin torn off. It was green 
apparently from the effects of a blow. 
There were also bruises on the left side of 
his face and blood was clotted in the mus- 
tache and nostrils. 

‘“*T asked the attendant the cause of it all 
and he replied that he had fallen out of 
bed. I asked him when he had fallen out 
and he said he did not know.

Husband Tells of Beating. 
“It was during one of these that I asked 
him how he received the bruises. He said 
that a ‘ big fellow’ beat him. I asked him 
if it was one of the patients and he said no. 
‘It was a big fellow out there,’ he said, 
pointing to the, attendants.” 
‘I have see the attendants beat pa- 
tients,’’ chimed in Miss Mary Lyons, an 
18-year-old daughter, at this point. ‘I saw 
one hit a man when I was out there several 
weeks ago,” she added. ‘‘I know who it 
was, too,” she said, emphatically, when 
Mrs. Lyons suggested that possibly it was 
a couple of the patients fighting. 
‘*I went to the doctor after I visited my 
husband and told him that my husband had 
been beaten,”’ continued Mrs. Lyons. “‘ He 
said he guessed not, shat my husband was 
restless and that he had skin eruptions. 


Makes a ll on Healy. 
‘* When I had investigated the matter as 
far as I could I went to President Healy of 
the Board of County Commissioners.

He was holding a board 
meeting and he took me into his private 
office and told me to give my statement to 
a civil service clerk.

“TI 
have so many comp ts from the asylum 
and from the poorhouse that I cannot begin 
to investigate them all. If an attendant at 
the asylum struck one of fhe patients it 
means that he would receive instant dis- 
missal from the e. .Our rules are 
stringent on this point.’’ 
Dr. Frederick Tice said he remembered 
the Lyons case distinctly. ‘“‘ The injuries

Spain will be allowed no 
reasonable ground of complaint; but she 
must understand that the equivalent rights 
of this Nation and its citizens must be re- 
spected and guaranteed in good faith.” 

Dupuy de Lome received a long dispatch 
from Madrid on Friday. He was informed he 
had already made entirely too many con- 
cessions, and was instructed Spain would 
make no more concessions in regard to the 
release of American prisoners. 

De Lome went at once to Secretary Sher- 
man, and it is.learned through Spanish 
sources Sherman’s blunt reply on the read- 
ing of this dispatch was: « 

‘*‘Mr. Minister, I wish to hear that all 
Americah prisoners are being and will be 
treated in accordance with ourtreaty. The 
policy of the United States will be directed 
to secure rigorous enforcement of that 
treaty.’’ 

De Lome is reported to have said yesterday: 
‘Unless my relations with the Secretary of 
State can be restored to the old eordial foot- 
ing that existed between my scholarly and 
able friend, Olney, and myself I might as 
well go home. My usefulness near this gov- 
ernment is seriously affected.’’ 


FIRE THREATENS CENTRAL MUSIC HALL ] 


Flames in the Basement Are Quickly 
Put Out, but the Marble Steps 
Are Wrecked. 


The white marble steps at the main en- 
trance of Central Music Hall were wrecked 
yesterday afternoon by flremen trying to get 
at what threatened to become a destructive 
blaze in the basement of the building. The 
fire was discovered:-by the janitor and pedes- 
trians on State street simultaneously. The 
round glass area lights began to fly out at 5 
o’clock and a cloud of smoke poured into the 
street, scattering the people on the sidewalk, 

The flames were confined to a storage rdom 
under the steps at the main entrance, which 
was filled with lumber and-rubbish. Quick 
work by the firemen kept it from spreading 
to the main auditorium, where it would have 
been difficult to control. 

The sight of smoke pouring from the upper 
windows of the famous auditorium and the 
ladders which the firemen had hoisted up to 
the building attracted a large crowd, but the 
fire was out in less than a half hour. 

Little smoke got into the auditorium, as 
the doors leading to it from the main en- 
trance were kept tightly closed, but all the 
business offices in the front of the building 
were filled with smoke through the elevator 
shaft.. The hose and fire apparatus caused 
a blockade of the’State street cable lines

adopted resolutions against paying rent, ex- 
cept at the option of the tenant; indorsed the 
repeal of laws for the collection of debts, and 
formed the Unemployed Workmen’s League. 

All this took place at Zepf’s Hall, No. 122 
West Lake street. Speeches were also made 
on the subject of finding work for the unem- 
ployed, and the potato and bean patch plans 
of the Salvation Army and others were dis- 
approved. | 

The call for the meeting stated there are 
perhaps 100,000 unemployed men and women 
in Chicago, and a chief purpose of the gath- 
ering; as announced, was to verify the ap- 
proximate number of those out of work and 
bring their condition to the attention of the 
proper authorities. 

The “ declaration of independence,”’ which 
was adopted, is a paraphrase of the historic 
document on July 4, 1776, and “‘ King Plutoc- 
racy’ is the despot substituted for King 
George as the object of righteous invective. 


Charges Against a Tyrant. 

Here are some of the specific charges 
against the tyrant: 

“He has substituted government by in- 
junction for trial by jury. 

**He has: subordinated natural to vested 
rights and makes property of more account 
than human life. 

“He absolutely controls the lawmaking 
bodies of the United States and the judicial 
machinery. 

“He has imposed taxes without our con- 
sent—namely: the coal tax, the sugar tax, the 
coal oll tax, the flour tax, and a hundred 
others. 

“ He has monopolized all channele of labor 
and made machinery a competitor of men. 

‘‘He has maintained standing armies for 
the protection of him and his favorites and 
the oppression of the people.” 

It is further declared that “ while we com- 
plain fortunes are accumulating and our 
masters are aping the European aristocracy, 
their wasteful display and their follies.’ 
Therefore, it is resolvéd against the despot 
that “‘ we shall no longer pay his taxes, but 
shall organize our own in@ustries and use 
them to produce wealth for the many rather 
than the few.” 


Anti-Rent and Debt Clauses. 

While the close of the document was some- 
what lacking in perspicuity it announced 
two cardinal policies to the end of industrial 
emancipation. As paraphrased by members 
of the league, they are: 

“1. Not to pay rent until we get good and 
ready. 

“2. Demand for the repeal of all laws for 
the collection of debts.’’ 

The last named policy was enlarged upon 
in resolutions embodied in an adopted plat- 
form. The “ declaration’ was presented by 
J. J. Cook and the resolutions by L. F. 
Quinn. 

The platform resolutions begin with the 
enunciation of the “axiom”’ that “‘ all wealth 
is created by labor alone,” and the corollary 
that “the producer of wealth should be the 
one to posseagit.’’ Thealleged artificial cur- 
tailment of production by trusts and other’ 
forms of monopoly is cited as proof that 
under present conditions the producing pow- 
er outruns the consuming, causing laborers 
te degenerate to tramps. ;

Of course I have never gone into any kind 
of a boxing match that I did not carry with 
me certain preconceived notions as to how I 
was going to work out a victory, but it is 


equally true that in many cases I have not | 


been on my feet in the ring more than a few 


minutes before I dropped my preconceived, 


notions and operated on entirely different 
lines, 

I have frequently said to myself after my 
opponent had shaped himself into action: 
“QO, that is your game, is it?’ and immedi- 
ately set myself out to block it and substi- 
tute my own for it. 

I have never been seen to rush pell mell 
into action at the call of time. To mea 
study of my adversary’s method is every- 
thing. In short, my mottois: First, know 
thyself, then know the other fellow. 

A reference to some of my past engage- 
mehts will serve to show how much I am in- 
fluenced by this rule. Before the Choynski 
fight came off I heard a great deal about his 
rushing tactics. It being conceded that I 
was the cleverer, the suggestions were 
heaped in on nte that I let him wear himself 
out, then go at him and jab him until he 
forfeited the prize. But I reeall that after 
revolying the matter over in my mind from 
every standpoint I went into the barn at 
Fairfax with the determination to throw 
my head to one side as he ryshed at me 
and either let him run into my extended left 
or meet him with a right hand smash.

GEN. ROLOFF LANDS AN EXPEDITION. 


Succeeds in Getting Large Quantities 
of Guns and Ammunition to Cuba 
by the Laurada. 


New York, March 14.—[Special.]—Gen. Car- 
los Roloff, Secretary of War of the Cuban 
Republic, has again landed an expedition in 
Cuba at Nuevas Grandes. It is possibly the 
largest single expedition that has been put 
ashore and is certainly the most formidable 
one. ° 

Two twelve-inch guns, mounted on car- 
riages, for the purpose of siege work, were 
among the weapons loaded. The cargo and 
the men, seventy-five Cubans and Amer- 
icans, were conveyed by the steamer 
Laurada. Two more guns of the same cal- 
iber’ are supposed to have been landed by 
the Steamér Three Friends. The latter ver- 
sel was in charge of Dr. J. Castillo of tne 
local Cuban Junta. 

Besides the four guns the Laurada. “had 
800,000 rounds of cartridges, 1,800 rifles, 309 
revolvers, three tons of dynamite, 125 pounds 
of nitroglycerine, 214 machetes, 225 pounds 
of electric wire, six boring machines for mine 
work, and 200 hand grenades. 

The Three Friends carried 450,000 rounds 
of cartridges, one ton of dynamite, 530 ma- 
chetes, 200 pounds of nitroglycerine, 800 ri- 
fles, and 400 hand grenades. 


RUNNING FIGHT LASTING FOUR DAYS.

New Theory Evolved by Dr. Ira Van

New York, March 14.—[{Special.]—Dr. Ira 
Van Gieson, director of the Pathological In- 
stitute and member of the State -Commis- 
sion in Lunacy, has evolved a new theory 
as the result of his investigations, which 
may revolutionize the treatment of insan- 
ity. He calls his doctrine “ The toxic basis 
of neural diseases.”’ 

Divested of its scientific terms, this means 
that a good proportion of the diseases of 
the mind are caused by poiscns in the body, 
which, r some physical reason or other, 
have not been carried out of thé system 
at the proper time. Perhaps it may be dis- 
covered later that a very large proportion 
of such diseases is due te poisons in the 
system. However this may be, he says, 


attacks of insanity are brought about in 
just this manner. OP 
The proof Dr. Van Gieson brings forward 
is full of fascination, even to the non-sci- 
entific mind, for it is clear, logical, and easy 
to understand. To get his facts and his 
data to prove his theory, he has gone to the 
very root of things and studied, with thou- 


cells. He says: 

‘“‘The progress of the last ten years in 
bacteriology and physiologicdl chemistry 
has gone far toward demonstrating that 
the great majority, if not most, of the 
processes of disease in general are due to 
toxic substances in one form or another. 

‘It is my profound conviction that in 
course of time the application of this toxic 
theory of disease to the nervotis system is 
destined to clear away much of the present 
vagueness and mystery of the causitive 
agents and pathogenesis of mental diseases.”’ 

Dr. Van Gieson has shown that brain cells 
have been greatly changed and damaged’ by 
the poison of Bright’s disease, alcohol, and 
typhoid fever. 

This new theory provides for no remedy 
or treatment, not yet having approached the 
question of therapeuti¢s. It isa delving into 
first causes. Whether or no the new doc- 
trine will change all preconceived ideas of 
insanity and make possible cures in cases 
hitherto déemed hopeless it is too early to 
say, but everything points that way.

| SMITH’S TOOR IN AFRICA. 


THE EXPLORER ATs 


TACKED LONDON CHRONICLE. *

Is Now on His Way to Corea and Can- 
mot Answer the Charges of Wanton 
Sacrifice of Life During His Ex- 
plorations—Possessing Ample Means 
He Devotes His Time to Travel and 
Discovery—His African Journey. 
Adds Much to World’s Knowledge. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 14.—[Special.}~ 
Dr. A. Donaldson Smith, the explorer, who 


Was so acrimoniously attacked by the Lon- — 


don Chronicle for alleged useless sacrifice 
of life during his recent explorations in 
Africa, cannot answer the Chronicle's 
charges at present, even if he would con- 
sider them: worthy of answer. He is on the 
Pacific en route to Corea. He left Phil- 
adelphia on Feb. 23 for San Francisco, from 
which port he sailed on March 4. 

Arthur Donaldson Smith was born at the 
late Jesse Evans Smith’s country seat at 
Byberry, on April 27, 1866 He entered the 
University of Pennsylvania in 1881, where 


he took the degree of A. B. In 1885. In the: 


winter of 1885-1886 he studied botany and 
chemistry at the Johns Hopkins University. 
For two years after this he studied medi-+ 
cine at Harvard and then came back to the 
University of Perinsylvania, where he took 
the degree of M. D. in 1889. After this he 
studied for three years in the hospitals of 
London, Paris, Heidelberg, Berlin, and 
Vienna, and then returned to Philadelphia 
and opened an office. He had practiced only 
four months when his.father died, leaving 
him an independent fortune. 


Resolved to Travel and Explore. 


He resolved at once to travel for a pro- 
longed pericd and if possible to explore. 
After a shooting trip through Mexico and 
the West he went to Norway in June, 1893, 
for salmon fishing and moose hunting, and 
thence to Somaliland for a hunting trip. It 
wa3 on this latter trip that he saw his op- 
portunity for exploring to the west as far as 
Lake Rudolf. Since he was a boy he had 
spent his vacations shooting or fishing for 
salmon or trout or climbing the Alps. 

Mr. Smith is a Fellow of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society, an honorary member of 
the Academy of Natural Sciences of Phila- 
delphia, a member of the Society of the Sons 
of the Revolution, and of the Rittenhouse, 
University, Radnor Hunt, Philadelphia Gun, 
and other clubs. 

The bcdy of his new book, *‘ Through Un- 
known African Countries,”’ is occupied by 
the narrative of the expedition and its valu- 
able scientific results are given in a series 
of appendices contributed by eminent spe- 
cialists. Dr. Smith arrived in Berbera, on 
the coast of Somaliland in Northeast Africa, 
in midsummer, 1894. During a previous ex- 
pedition undertaken for sporting purposes 
in Somaliland, that famous hunting r go 
where lions and other big game abound, he 
had-conceived the plan of penetrating into 
the unknown interior of the dark continent 
and forcing his way to Lake Rudolf, 


Book Déacribes His Year's March, 


His book tells how he was enabled toe 
achieve his object after just a year’s march, 
beset by constant dangers and difficulties 
that would have proved fatal to a less hardy 
or persevering explorer. From Lake Rudolf 
Dr. Donaldson Smith his way to the 
east coast at Lamu, by which time he had 
marched no less than 4,000 miles. 

He found it necessary to take with him 
the considerable force of eighty armed men 
for self-defense in case of attack by the 
savage tribes of the interior, ang on more 
than one occasion the force was called into 
action in a most exciting manner. The ex- 
plorer was, however, generally fortunate 
in assuring the natives of his pacific inten- 
tions, his ehief danger arising from the 
suspicions aroused among a few tribes by 
the arbitrary behavior of former travelers, 
The control of so large an expedition natur- 
ally proved a severe test of the powers of 
organization and diplomacy of its leader, as 
appears on almost every of the narra- 
tive. Perils without number were the por~ 
tion of Dr, Smith and his Buropean com-

RESISTS PAYING THE PER MILE TAX, 


Chicago General Railway Company: 
Raises the Question of Constita-. 
tionality in Its Plea. 


The Chicago General railway company 
has filed: a plea in the Circuit Court to the 
suit in debt brought against it by the City 
of Chicago to collect a mileage tax under 
the ordinances granted for the building of 
the lines operated by the defendant com< 
pany. The city sues upon the bond given to 
it by the defendant company. It claims the 
sum of $2,125, being for four and one-quarter? 
miles of track at $500 a mile. 

The plea of the defendant raises the con¢ 
stitutionality of the custom of the City of 
Chicago in levying this tax. 
the per mile tax is in violation of the four- 
teenth amendment of the United States Con 
stitution. 


It is also shown that the city has granted 


the right to other corporations to lay tracks 
‘without requiring any compensation or con 
sideration therefor. Many of these corpo- 
rations, the defendant asserts, are its com-< 
petitors in business.

From what I have been told by 
tobacco dealers I infer that the cigaret 
manufacturers use glycerine because it ab- 
sorbs water and kéeps the tobacco moist. 
Now, if glycerine is burned it produces a 
compound called acrolein. which has a pun-

These resolutions 
include Craigs, proposing a constitutional 
convention; Barnes’, to allow women to vote 
at allelections; Rowe’s, to abolish Justice 
courts and. substitute therefor district 
courts, with Judges at stated salaries: 
Schwab’s, to provide that proposed amend- 
mehts to three articles of the Constitution 
may be submitted to the people at the same 
election; and McLauchlan’s, authorizing the 
Legislature to pass laws for the regulation 
of contracts, conditions, and relations be- 
tween employers and employés. Only one 
of these resolutions, of course, can go to the 
people at the next election, and the House 
will endeavor to decide on Tuesday which 
one shall be submitted. The amendments 
proposed by Schwab and McLauchlan have 
been voted upon by the people heretofore— 
the former in 1896 and the latter in 1894. 
Both failed of adoption, voters quite gen- 
erally overlooking altogether in each in- 
stance the proposed amendment as stated 
in the two lines at the bottom of the ballot. 

This experience has convinced the Legis- 
lature that any amendment to the Constitu- 
tion will be practically out of the question 
so long as the question is submitted in the 
manner now provided by law. It ie there- 
fore probable that a bill will be passed at the

UNION LABOR VS. ANTI-BIG STORE MER 


Workingmen’s Resolutions Nearly 
Cause a Split in Southwest Side 
Business Association. 


The question of indorsing organized labor 
nearly caused a split in the Southwest Side 
Business-Men’s Association yesterday after- 
noon -at a meeting’in Hoerber’s Hall, No. 
7i4 Biue Island avenue. Representatives 
of labor unions were present to ask for the 
indors@ment of union labor and for the pas- 
sage of mandatory resolutions that members 
of the association should recognize the 
union label and carry in stock nothing but 
union-made goods so far as practicable. 

The resolution was introduced by Joseph 
B. Denvir, President of the Allied Printing 
Trades Council, after speeches leading up 
to it had been made by J. W. Payne, Presi- 
dent of the Chicago Union Label League; 
T. J. Finell, representing the National Broth- 
erhood of Electrical Workers; and James 
Kelty of the Boxmakers’ Union. To avoid 
Giscussion, A. Weiskopf, the Chairman of 
the meeting, refused to put the question, say- 
ing that it would be entered on the minutes 
as having been indorsed. Mr. Denvir in- 
sisted that the resolution be offered for 
passage. The Chairman then refused point 
blank to ask for a vote. 

Mr. Denvir asked wherein was the ad- 
vantage to be gained by union labor’s sup- 
port of the anti-department store move- 
ment if no reciprocal courtesy was to be 
shown to their objects. T. J. Finell madea 
flery speech, characterizing the refusal to 
pass the resolution as cowardly. 

“If you refuse to pass this resolution,” 
he said, “‘ I will introduce into the next meet- 
ing of our organization a resolution provid- 
ing for the boycott of every man and every 
Organization antagonizing it.’’ 

“If you do not want to sell the products 
of union labor,”’ said J. W. Payne, “ you 
must not expect to receive any further sup- 
port from labor organizations.” 

The Chairman was finally induced to al- 
low the resolution to be voted upon. The 
entire membership of 2CO names was called, 
but only fifteen would vote. All these voted 
in the affirmative. 

Representative Wallack of the Ninth dis- 
trict addressed the meeting as the principal 
speaker, and told of the progress of legisla- 
tion against department stores.

BELIEVE GEN. EZETA TO BE DEAD. 


His Friends in California Credit the 
Reports from Panama—His Last 
Futile Struggle.

San Francisco, Cal., March 14.—{Special.]— 
The report of Gen. Antonio Ezeta’s death 
cabled from Parama is accepted as true by 
Carlos Ezeta, the brother of the Salvadoran 
ex-President, who lives in Oakland. This 
morning Carlos and his family donned 
mourning out of respect to the memory of 
the dead. 

When. .seen today, Carlos Ezeta said 
through his interpreter that he was sure 
his brother was.dead, as he received a cable- 
gram a few days ago saying that Antonio 
was dying, and giving a few facts in re- 
gard to funeral preparations., He cabled at 
once to the secretary of Antonio and re- 
quested him to come to California, but as 
yet he has received no reply. 

The acquaintances of Gen. Ezeta in this 
city, and there are many, are not surprised 
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GEN. ANTONIO EZETA. 


at his death, as when he was here he was 
going a pace that usually brings on early 
death. 

The flight to this city and subsequent trial 
of thi Salvadoran General and his com- 
panions, following the overthrow of the 
government of the Ezetas, is of such recent 
occurrence as to be readily recalled. After 
securing his release frormextradition in the 
Federal courts, Ezeta became a conspicuous 
figure upon Kearney and Market streets. 
His semi-military dress attracted the atten- 
tion he so evidently desired. He used his 
notoriety to good advantage and lived like 
a Prince on money supplied by his admirers. 
He was a familiar figure at the race track, 
where he dropped his money in large sums. 

When Ezeta’s acquaintances began to 
tighten their purse strings he decided to re- 
turn to Salvador and attempt its conquest. 
The tug Barclay Golden was chartered and 
secretly dispatched with arms and ammuni- 
tion. Ezeta and’*two Generals had gone to 
Mexico previously and thence joined the 
Golden at Acapulco with fifty Mexicans 
whom they had enlisted for the expedition. 
The expedition was unable to effect a land- 
ing and went to Panama, where the govern- 
ment seized the arms. 

Ezeta, his money and provisions gone, was 
left there by the Golden.

ANOTHER COLD WAVE VISITS CHICAGO 


Weather Prophet Predicts a Nineteen- 
Degree Temperature Early This 
Morning, but Warmer at Noon. 


Chicago will have an excuse for shivering 
this morning, for the weather man has pre- 
dicted a lower temperature up to noon today 
than the nineteen degreestemperatureof yes- 
terday. About the middie of the day the 
weather will grow warmer again. 

The cold yesterday was made more dis- 
agreeable by the west wind, which blew 
steadily all day at a velocity of from twen- 
ty-five to thirty miles an hour. The-.lowest 
temperature was reached at 8 o’clocK yester 
day morning, when the mercury stood at 
nineteen degrees above zero. From tha 
time it grew warmer until 4 p. m., when the 
mercury had climbed up to twenty-four 
degrees. From 4 o'clock it grew colder 
again, and the weather man expected the 
temperature of nineteen degrees would be 
reached again before morning. 

The area of falling temperature covers 
most of Wisconsin, Lower Michigan, Minne- 
gota, and North Dakota. At New York it 
wae four degrees warmer than on the day® 
before. At Williston, N. D., the mercury 
stood at eighteen degrees below zero.

ARCHE CLUB HOLDS AN ELECTION. 


Directors and a Membership Commit- 
tee Are Chosen af the Rosalie 
Hall Meeting. 


At the annual meeting of the Arché club, 
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passed in nature study in the schools is time 
wasted. The children, it is claimed by some 
doubters, do not learn enough to pay for the 
hours spent. Prof. Baker does not alto- 
gether accept this view. 

‘“‘IT asked a school boy,. jokingly, last 
week,”’ he said yesterday, “if he knew the 
difference between a mosquito and a masta- 
don. He said one was bigger than the other 
unless the ‘ skeeter’ was from Jersey. Nat- 
ure study has not been thrown away on that 
youngster.”’ 

The academy professor is making great 
preparations for his examination of the 
scholars. He has had prepared about 200 
magic lantern slides bearing images of bugs, 
birds, mammals, reptiles, fish,and vegetation 
of different kinds. These images will be 
thrown on a screen and will form the sub- 
jects for questioning. = 

Scope of the Questioning. 

It is announced that the questioning will 
cover nothing oytside of what an ordinarily 
intelligent studént can.deduce from what 
he has learned in school or what he should 
know if he is at qjl observant and has carried 
his school knowledge into the fields. 

‘*‘I can tell in tive minutes,’’ said Prof. 
Baker, ‘“«whether the scholars have studied 
to advantage or not, and may do something 
toward settling the vexed question, whether 
it is advisable or not to give all pupils a 
course in nature study regardless of their 
possessing a taste for natural history 
branches. ' 

‘* I want to find out whether they know the 
difference between web-footed birds and the 
perchers, whether they know a robin froma 
sparrow, and a clam fromacrab. We want 
the Board of Education to indorse this ex- 
amination, if I may so call it, and Supt. Lane 
will be asked to sanction it and urge the chil- 
dren’s attendance.’’ 

After saying that he would recommend the 
attendance of such scholars as could reach 
the Academy Building readily at night, Supt. 
Lane said yesterday that he thought the pro- 
posed gathering was commendable in every 
way. 

“There can be no doubt,’’ he continued, 
**that the public school pupils have profited 
greatly by their course ‘> nature study... It 
has taught them to observé to a degree and to 
takeadeepinterestin afl animals, plants, and 
flowers. It is no unusual sight to see them 
gathering weeds on their way to and from 
school, just to see if they cannot detect some- 
thing new in the leaves and stems that is of 
interest. In the winter they notice frost 
and ice effects carefully, and just now they 
are watching the advance of spring, as 
shown in the gragual swelling of the buds 
and the running of the sap. I think they will 
profit by Prof. Baker’s experiment and that 
he will not find them lacking.’’ 

At an illustrated lecture on the evolution 
of animals at the Academy of Sciences the 
other night, before an audience of adults, 
Prof. Baker, as each picture was flashed on 
the canvas, would.ask: ‘' What is it?’ get- 
ting answers promptly up to a certain point, 
when the question was met with dead silence. 
The professor glanced at the sheet and saw a 
mistake had been made and that the image 
of a cimex lectularius was displayed. The 
spectators were more: willitig to confess a 
certain ignorance of natural history than to 
admit familiarity with the household pest— 
the bed bug. 

The “quiz” of the school children will 
form one of the regular course of spring 
lectures and parents are invited to attend.

and purchasers agree-to pay in as valuable 
money as they receive. Bryan insists 
that they should be deprived by4aw of this 
right to be honest; and the Chicago Demo- 
cratic platform, which he helped to frame, 
laid down this same rascally doctrine. His 
New York proposition on the subject is thus 
worded: 

The right of the debtor to select the coin of 
payment is a part of bimetallism, and this right 


is lodged with the debtor, whether the debtor 
is a private individual or the government. 


This proposition is neither law, equity nor 
common sense. As a matter of fact the 
rights of a debtor, like those of his creditor, 
are set forth in the contract made by them, 
subject to the laws of the State or Nation 
in force when it was made. Neither debtor 
nor creditor has any other rights nor a mo- 
nopoly of rights. A person who desires to 
become a debtor may insist that he be al- 


money he proposes to borrow. If the party 
of the other part consents, the contract will 
be so drawn, and the ¢reditor will not have 
the right to refuse silver or greenbacks, or 
Sherman notes, though they become much 
less valuable than the money the creditor 
may bave loaned. Can it be possible that 
Bryan does not know all this? He‘is cer- 
tainly not fit to teach others law if he does 
not. 

But if. the creditor will not agree to Ioan 
his g@id’ standard money to be repaid in 
“lawful money,” regardless of its value, 
and the debtor waives the point and signs— 
not being under duress—a contract stipu- 
lating for repayment in as good money as 
he got—viz: gold or its equivalent, he 
has waived voluntarily the “right” to 
make payment in some other kind of 
“lawful money” at his option than what 
he received. : 

A person may wish to borrow money at 
414 or 5 per cent, which is a bow legal rate. 
The capitalist may insist on 6 per cent, 
which is also a legal rate. If a contract is 
made on a 6 per cent basis the debtor can- 
not contend afterwards that he has a 
“right” to select the rate of interest and 
will pay only 414 or 5 per cent. 

A man has a “ right.” to refuse to borrow 
money or buy property on terms which do 
not suit him. So, too, a man has a“ right ”’ 
to refuse to lend except’on terms which con- 
tent him. But when terms have been 
agreed on and a contract is signed the rights 
of the parties in the new relation they have 
entered into are defined and limited by it, 
and the law rightfully holds them in en- 
foreing their agreements. Mr. Bryan calls 
himself a lawyer. If he is one why does he 
deny the right of free contract among cit- 
izens? From where does he import his 
strange code of dishonest movals? 

Bryan vext says— 

The prohibition of -gpecial contracts is also 
necessary to bimetalilism. If the public Welfare 
requires the use of two metals as standard money, 


then it is certainly contrary to public policy to 
allow one metal to be demonetized by private 


contract. 


Undoubtedly the prohibition of “ special 
contracts’ among men forms an essential 
part of what Bryan dubs “ bimetallism.” 
For if men were allowed to céntract—sell 
and buy, borrow and lend—in terms of gold 
value money and thus secure the benefit of 
a stable standard, no depreciation in the 
value of silver and no substitution of irre- 
deemable legal tender scrip’ for cheap de- 
based silver could defraud them. The spe- 


cording to agreement and good faith. 

Bryan is determined that no creditor or 
seller or depositor shall insure himself 
against the risk of future spoliation or re- 
pudiation. 

And for that base reason he is ready to 
attack the right of private contract, and 
thus advance far towards the aim of an- 
archy—the destruction of personal liberty. 
On this dishonest platform he hopes to ride 
into the Presidency three and one-half 
years hence. 

If the public welfare requires the use 
of the two metals as standard money it 
requires also that they shall be used in 
such a way that the coins made of one 
metal shall have the same purchasing 
power in the world’s markets as those 
made of the other metal. But while this 
would be bimetallism and honest, it is not 
Bryanism. He has not in view the public 
welfare, general good, and common hon- 
esty, but the robbery of creditors whose 
eontracts are based on gold standard money, 
for he proposes to make his agreement vio- 
lations, not prospective in taking effect, 
but retroactive. Wherein does such a code 
of morals differ from that which actuates 
the inmates of penitentiaries ? 

Mr. Bryan approaches the end of his 
propositions in this language: 

There is no compromise ground between bi- 
metallism and gold monometallism. Some have 
objected to the ratio of 16 to 1, but they have not 
endeavored to secure bimetallism at any other 
ratio.

Such contracts are an effect and not a 
cause. That is shown by the fact that al- 
though ‘gold contracts, amounting to hun- 
dreds of millions, have been made in the 
last three. years, no tendency to put a pre- 
mium upon gold has yet been ereated there- 
by, which fact flatly contradicts Bryan's 
assertion. For except in rare instances, 
‘say one in 100,000, the holders of those con- 
tracts when they matured have not de- 
manded payment in gold. They have been 
ready to take their pay in any kind of money 
which was the equivalent of gold in value 
at the time of payment. Hence the “ inter- 
ests of the people are not sacrificed to give 
an unfair advantage” to anybody. Hon- 
esty is found to be the best policy in this 
as in other cases. Repayment in as good 
money as you get promotes cheaper rates of 
interest, and makes it easy to renew a lien 
note or mortgage and at a still lower rate of 
interest. The faet of the matter is Bryan isa 
shallow thinker, and‘in all things relating 
to business relations among men he is shock- 
-ingly ignorant, shallow,.and silly. It is 
shameful that such a man should be going 
about lecturing on such subjects. 


THE STEEL INDUSTRY LEADS OFF. 

When the tide begins to turn after a long 
period of industrial depressiog, and the bet- 
‘ter times begin, there is not a general im- 
provement all along the line. The dif- 
ferent industries do not shoulder ‘arms at 
the same moment and march ahead on the 
road to prosperity. There is always one 
which revives first and leads the way, 
while the others gradually follow suit. 

It is impossible to tell in advance which 
branch of trade will be the first after a 
panic to rise to its feet. But after the 
event it is generally easy to understand the 
reason. The process of recovery from hard 
times has begun this year with the iron 
and steel trade. That trade will serve this 
year as a nucleus around which the gen- 
eral improvement will crystallize. 

The price of steel rails has been kept up 
artificially all through the panic years. 
The syndicate would make no concessions. 


needed rails badly, but would not pay for 
them a price which they knew was grossly 
extortionate. The question was, which side 
would hold “out longest. Had the rail 
combine done so, the iron and steel business 
would not have headed the procession, as it 
is doing now. ° 

But the trust coufd not stand the pressure. 
It needed orders worse thin the roads did 
rails. So it lowered its prices to a reason- 
able point, and the orders flowed in in & 
torrent. Those received since the cut was 
made amount to thirteen hundred thousand 
tons. Rails have been sent to England, 
and are being sent to Japan. Sixty-five 
thousand tons are to go to Canada. The 
American roads have been very heavy 
purchasers, 

As a consequence all the rail mills are 
running with a certainty of business enough 
to keep them going for many months. 
Prices are not high, nor are the wages 
| which are paid, but those wages wil! be 
paid steadily, Employment has been given 
to thousands of men, and the pressure on 
the labor market relieved. 

The orders booked by the steel mills 
represent a total of nearly twenty-five mill- 
ion dollars... Much of that money will go 
into the hands of workmen who have long 
been idle. It will go from them to the 
storekeepers in exchange for food, clothing, 
ete., and will stimulate many other lines 
of trade. P 

The signs of that improvement in other 
industries which was to be expected after 
the steel mills had startell up are making 
‘their appearance. Nowhere is there such 
an outburst of activity as in the steel busi- 
ness, because nowhere else has consumption 
been checked so long by the barrier of 
prohibitory prices. Every day, however, 
reports come of the reopening of some 
woolen, cotton, or sik mill. The number of 
idle men is decreasingsteadily. 

There is an abundance of money seeking 
employment. It is cheap money—not the 
cheap silver dollars Bryan would like to 
flood the country with, which would have 
only 50 cents’ worth of purchasing power— 
but money which is cheap because it can 
be hired at low rates. 

Some of the money lying idle now in the 
hands of banks, trust companies, and say- 
ings banks will be needed speedily for 
manufacturing and commercial] purposes, 
The New York banks are increasing their 
loans. Some of the idle money will be 
loaned on real estate, to be expended in im- 
proving it. But as real estate is always 
the last to experience the return of good 
times, heavy investments in it may not come 
immediately, 

All that is needed now to insure the re- 
turn of prosperity is to avoid all tampering 
with the currency, and consequently with 
the credit of the country and its inhabi- 
tants.

STREET CLEANING IN 1897, 

Bids for the cleaning of the streets of 
Chicago during the coming year are in the 
hands of Commissioner Downey. They 
will soon be opened and passed on, and the 
Commissioner can be trusted to make good, 
stiff contracts at the lowest prices, with the 
best interests of the city at heart. If Com- 
missioner Downer remains in office, or a 
man equally efficient is appointed to succeed 
him under-Judge Sears, these contracts will 
be carried out faithfully and the streets will 
be kept even cleaner than has been possible 
during the last year. But if Mr. Harrison 
should be elected Mayor, and the politician 
whom he would appoint under Altgeld’s 
direction as Commissioner of Public Works 
has charge of these street cleaning con- 
tracts, the matter would assume an entirely 
different phase. ‘The removal of the dirt 
from the streets would be a minor consid- 
eration. The street cleaning force would 
be regarded primarily as a part of the po- 
litical machine’s equipment, and effort 
would be expended only in seeing that it 
did as much dirty political work as possible. 
If the contractors are willing to do the work 
of the gang whose puppet the Mayor would 
be there would be no questions asked as to 
whether they lived up to their contracts or 
not. 

The present administration is trying also 
to get through the Legisiature a measure 
which will empower the city to make five- 
year contracts for burning the garbage. It 
is probable this effort will be successful. 
With Judge Sears as Mayor the power to 
provide thus for the disposal of the city’s 
refuse will be utilized, and the people will 
enter on the enjédyment of this great im- 
provement, which will result in cleaner 
streets and in the destruction of the dis- 
ease germs that are generated under the pre- 
vailing system of allowing the garbage to 
rot away. 

But nobody supposes that such an excel- 
lent scheme would be put in force if Mr. 

All 
thought of burning the garbage would be 
abandoned. This would come under the 
head of Republican achievements that must 
be “‘ undone.”

SPEAKER REED RENOMINATED. 

Thomas B. Reed was nominated unan- 
imousty for Speaker of the Fifty-fifth Con- 
gresa by the Republican caucus which met 
on Saturday night. He will be elected to- 
day. Mr. Reed returned thanks and gave 
the members a few words of advice. 

He stated that “ we have again, as in 
the last Congress, a politically divided leg- 
islative power.” That is, the Sehate is not 
controlled by the Republicans and the House 
members may not be able to legislate ex- 
actly as they would like to, and therefore 
they must be conservative and reasonable 
in their course. 

The Speaker does not favor a long session 
or an attempt to transact much general bus- 
iness. Said he: 

I do not doubt your determination to do all in 
your power to bring this session of Congress to a 
speedy close. Our duty is simple, and the people 
expect us to perform it at once and then leave to 
them the recovery of the country from the stag~ 


nation and depression of business which have so 
sorely tried the patience of a vigorous and grow- 


ing people. 
That is, provision should be made for 


sufficient revenue for the support of the gov- 
ernment, and protection should be given to 
those industries which need it. But after 
arranging for more revenue Congress should 
not proceed to appropriate money right and 
left so that the expenditures will continue 
to exceed the receipts. : 

_ A suggestion was made that the rules of 
the House be so amended as to give the 
Speaker less power than he has now, and 
“ nermit that freedom of action by the ma- 
jority which is desirable in a representative 
body.” It was asserted that “the whole 
tendency of the House rules is despotic.” 
This is true, but it is necessary if business

GERMANY NEEDS NO GREAT FLEET. 

A Berlin dispatch states that the budget 
committee has refused to vote the naval 
credits for some new warships which the 
government wants to have built, and that 
it is believed the Reichstag will stand by 
its action. The committee is willing to ap- 
propriate the money to replace an old-fash- 
ioned ironelad, but refused to vote that 
asked for two new cruisers, and it shows 
a disposition to go slow about supplying 
the funds needed for vessels now under con- 
struction. 

This action shows that the German peo- 
ple have no stomach for a vast naval arma- 
ment. They know it is not needed, and they 
have not the money to spare. They are 
taxed about up to the limit already. 

The safety of Germany depends on her 
armies. She can put in the field many 
made up of well disciplined and fairly 
equipped soldiers. She does not have to be 
a great sea power to protect herself. Brit- 
ain is insular, and must have a great navy, 
no matter what the cost may be. 

That expenditure which is wise on the 
part of the latter power would be reckless 
extravaganeé on the part of Germany. 
Nothing but the vanity of the Emperor and 
his desire to rival other nations in fleets 
as well as in armies has prompted this de- 
mand for an expenditure which would bank- 
rupt Germany and make her less able to 
cope with her enemies in case she should be 
plunged into war. No fleet sire could build

A Walking Delegate Strike and What 
It Cost. 

New York gPost: The great Leadville 
strike, which s been declared off after a 
loss of $4,000,000 to the mine-owners and as 
much more to the strikers, and the killing 
of at least a dozen*human beings, was be- 
gun about the middie of June, 1896. The 
ceremony of declaring it off was quite as 
futile as any part of-the affair, since the 
mines have been in full operation for sev- 
eral weeks with hands obtained from other 
parts of the country. The strike had its 
origin in a demand that a very limited num- 
ber of unskilled laborers, work®&g on the 
dumps at Leadville at $2.50 per day, should 
receive the same wages as skilled laborers, 
$3 per day. Even this demand was not 
made by the Leddville miners in the first 
instance, but by some walking delegates 
from the Ceeur d’Aléne region who were out 
on @ tour of inspection and who made a 
visit to Leadville, where they found the 
anomalous condition prevailing that com- 
mon laborers were receiving 50 cents per 
day lees than skilled laborers.

The walking del- 
egates assured them that the demand for 
equalization had been conceded at Cour 
d’Aléne, and hence there could be no doubt 
that it would be conceded at Leadville. So 
the demand was made, and when it was re- 
fused the strike was ordered, with all the 
loss of money, all the bloodshed, and loss 
of employment that we know of. The poor 
men who allowed themselves to be led into 
this fatal blunder have known for weeks 
that their places had been taken by new 
hands, but they kept up a pretense of a 
strike in the vain expectation of being taken 
When that expectation 
failed and the contributions from outside be- 


gan to grow slender and the miners’ chil- 


dren began to cry for bread, there was noth- 
ing to be done but to surrender the fool 


strike. 


Teasel Weeds Demand More “ Protec- 


tion” from Manufactures. 
New York Post: Skaneateles and Marce!- 
lus are two New York towns not as well 
known as they deserve to be, since they de- 


mand a paragraph in the new tariff bill all 


to themselves. Their great industry is tea- 
sels. Teasels, to be sure, grow wild all over 
the country—far too wild for some farmers 
—but it is only in Skaneateles and Marcel- 
lus that they have been fully domesticated. 
The surest sign that they are domesticated 
is that they must be looked after in the tar- 
iff. Mention in the tariff is a very patent 
cf domesticity. A natural or manufactured 
product may be dubiously American as long 
as it does not come out and clamor for gov- 
ernmental aid, but when it does that and 


gets a clause to itself in the tariff all doubt 


vanishes. Teasels were domesticated and 
quite at home in the McKinley bill to the 
tune cf 30 per cent ad valorem. The Wil- 
gon tariff cut this down to 15 per cent and 
made teasels feel no better than so many 
Now they have got a champion in 
the person of Congressman Belden, who no- 
toriously “‘don’t stir ‘round for nothing,” 
and who is going to get the duty restored. 
Teasels, be it remarked, are used in woolen 
manufacture. The growers say that they 


are indispensable, that machines cannot be 


invented to take their places, and that there- 
fore the manufacturers must be made to 
pay higher prices for them through higher 
duties.

This section is to the effect that no citizen 
or resident of the United States can bring 
back into the country from abroad wearing 
apparel, articles of adornment, or similar 
personal effects valped in the aggregate at 
more than $100 unless full duty is paid. 
This of course is in addition to the personal 
effects in the possession of the tourists 
when they left thiscountry. The exemption 
does not apply to residents of other coun- 
tries entering the United States more than 
once a year. 

Under the present tariff law and under the 
previous McKinjey law there was practical- 
ly no limitation to these free importations 
by returning tourists, for these persone 
have been permitted to bring back without 
regard to value as much wearing apparel 
and other personal effects as were “ neces- 
sfiry and appropriate for the use.of such 
persons” or for their “ present comfort and 
convenience.” This phraseology permits of 
a very broad interpretation and has provided 
practically for an unlimited importation by 
returning travelers.

Value of the Free List. 

New York World (Dem.): Abolishing the 
free list will abolish the export trade which 
has been founded on free raw material.

Surely in this case all the artists would 
have willingly yielded their rights, but 
what are we to say when such a 
proposition comes from a stock com- 
pany formed of rich New-Yorkers? 
And more especially in view of the fact 
that, if the public has been correctly in- 
formed, this stock company is still playing 
at a considerable profit? 

We are told that the opera company landed 
in Chicago about $60,000 ahead from the 
New York season, and the losses of the first 
two weeks here are estimated at about 
$25,000, leaving still a profit of $35,000, and 
yet it was proposed to cut short the seasdn 
by about six weeks, deliberately and ruth- 
lessly breaking a mass of contracts to ac- 
complish it! The fact of the matter is that 
the public would not have stood it. In the 
first place, we Americans do not like to see 
any one being a baby, and what could be 
more babyish than this idea? There are 
quantities of great institutions in this coun- 
try, and right here in Chicago, which have 
been doing business at a loss for two or three 
years, yet they never dreamed of quitting! 
It is un-American to turn tail and run be- 
cause one does not always get the best of it.

It will be remembered that during the 
first season of opera at the Metropolitan 
Opera-House in New York, years ago, Ab- 
bey, Schoeffel & Grau lost something like 
$400,000 for the season, and yet they did 
everything they promised they would do, 
and everybody admired their pluck and busi- 
ness reliability. It would have been a shame 
to biot so gcod a reputation as this firm has 
made by giving way to other methods this 
late in the day: and by adopting the course 
now determined upon the stock company is 
only doing the very least that could be ex- 
pected of it. Messrs. Schoeffel and Grau per- 
sonally never dreamed of quitting, but it was 
not without considerable argument that the 
New York stockholders were brought to 
their view of the matter. Still, they may be 
thankful that they did come to thia 
determination, for otherwise they would 
have been responsible for a fiasco in grand 
opera management that would have been 
farther reaching in its effects than merely 
the present season.

of the New Registration Ruale—Ath- 
letic Director Characterizes the 
Regulations as Unwise, Unneces~- 
sary, and Unjust—Amateurs, in His 
Opinion, Need No Brand to Guaran- 
tee Their Standing. 


Prof. A. A. Stagg has not sheathed the 
gword which he drew last week against the 
Amateur Athletic Union, In a careful and 
full statement he reviews the circumstances 
ef the meet, which was to have been last 
Saturday, and sets forth his side of the base. 
His statement has been carefully read and 
approved by President’ Harper and other 
members of the faculty. 

This fight between college athletes and an 
outside organization has caused talk all over 
the country. Especial interest has been ex- 
pressed in the West, where the union has 
heretofore had but little influence, and the 

almost 
supreme. 

At that time athletic authorities from all 
the University of Chicago will be continued 
from now until early in April, when 2 special 
meeting of the A. A. U. has been called. 

At that time athletic authorties from all 
over the country will be asked to attend 
and advise in the revision of the amateur 
athletic rules. There seems to be little doubt

' Prof. Stagg’s statement in full follows! 


No Representation Given. 

The University of Chicago is nominally a 
member of the Amateur Athletic Union by 
reason of its membership in the Western 
Intercollegiate Athletic Assotiation, which 

$s an alliéd member of the Amateur Atfiletic 
Union. The articles of alliance between the 
Amateur Athletic Union and the Western In- 
tercollegiate Athletic Association provide 
for direct represéntation of the Western In- 
tercollegiate Athletic Association on the 
Board of Governors of the Amateur Athletic 
IUnion, and for delegates at all meetings of 
the Amateur Athletic Union. 

In spite of these articles of agreement, dur- 
ing two or more years of the alliance the 
Western Intercollegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion has had no representation on the Board 
of Governors nor has it been represented at 
any of the meetings of the Amateur Athletic 
Union. Therefore, the colleges belonging to 
the Amateur Athleti¢. Union have had no 
voice in making the rules by which they are

fact, when rules have been passed which 
are considered unwisé and unjust, since the 
colleges have no power to change them their 
only alternative is to refuse to abide by them. 

Some four weeks ago arrangements were 
made by me with the manager of the First 
Regiment Cycling and Athletic club for a 
dual athletic meet between our respective 
organizations, which was to have taken 
place last Saturday night in the university 
gymnasium. My object in arranging this 
meet was largely for the purpose of promot- 
ing and continuing the interest in track and 
field sports among the seventy-six canci- 
dates for university track athletée honors, as 
well as developing them by actugl‘expericnce 
in contests with good-performers, 


Quotes the New Rule. 
The meet was to have been a privateinvita- 
tion affair between these two organizations, 
and both sides were greatly interested and 
eager for the contest. A prize banner had 
been offered and other arrangements com- 

leted when a letter was received from Mr. 

. E. Fishburn, President of the Central 
Division of the Amateur Athletic Union call- 
ing attention to the rule of the Amateur Ath-

THINKS FIRST REGIMENT IS AT FAULT 


Prof. H. H. Everett of the University 
of Illinois Indorses the Position 
Taken by Stagg. 


Prof, H. H. Everett of the University of 
Tilinois sends THE TRIBUNE the following 
concerning his attitude toward Stagg in his 
controversy with the A. A. U.: 

‘* Regarding my position in the controversy 
between Prof. Stagg and the A. A. U. as rep- 
resénted in THe TRIBUNE, in which I have 
been -represented as a Stanch supporter of 
the A’ A. U., I beg to make the following 
correction: 

‘First, Il am opposed to any outside inter- 
ference in college athletics. I think under 
our existing intercollegiate rules we are per- 
fectly eompetent to control and manage our 
own affairs. 

‘*‘Scondly, I am not in favor of games or 
athletic contests of any nature with teams 
other than those representing educational 
institutions, and on this point I do not agree 
with Prof. Stagg in arranging games with 
an athletic club, though that is his business 
and not mine. I thoroughly believe that the 
A. A. U. is an organization which is of in- 
estimable value for the promotion of amateur 
sports, but cannot see how the A. A. U. can 
hope to compel college athletes to register 
and ask that body for sanctions when we are 
in honor bound by our intercollegiate agree- 
ments. ; 

“Thirdly, if the First Regiment is a mem- 
ber of the A, A. U. they are bound to compete 
under A. A. U. rules and not intercollegiate 
rules, and under such circumstances should 
be disciplined for any infraction of the rules. 

‘‘In the present instance the fault lies 
with the athletic club, and not Prof. Stagg. 
The only sanction that can justly be required 
for a college team is from the governing 
board of athletes in the institution concerned 
and in compliance with the intercollegiate 
rules. I agree with Prof. Stagg in resisting 
outside interference.”’

All the Riders Entered for the Contest 
Arrive and Test the Track at 
Tattersall’s. 


Everything is in readiness at Tattersall’s 
for the women’s race, which begins this aft- 
ernoon at 2:30.o0’clock. The track is in per- 
fect condition, having been repaired since 
the continuous six-day race and all the im- 
perfect boards replaced. The building has 
‘been thoroughly renovated and decorated, 
making it as pleasing to the eye as possible. 

It has been arranged to have the race run 
in two squads, the afternoon squad to be 
composed of riders whose track experience 
has been limited. All of the local riders 
with the exception of Elsie Gable will be in 
this squad.

This will be known as squad No. 2, and 
they will go.on the track at 2:30.and ride 
until 4:30 o’clock.

Emma Caska, the Minneapolis girl, from 
whom so much was @xpected, is ill at her 
home in Minneapolis and will not be able 
to take part in the race. This will be a 
disappointment to a number who had 
thought she would defeat Anderson. The 
last mentioned squad will be known as 
No. 1, and they will go on the track at 
8:15 and ride until 10:15. This arrangement 
puts each rider two hours on the track at 
a stretch, and the management requires 
that they must make 225 miles or more in 
order to be eligible to any portion of the 
purse. 

An arrangement has been made with the 


local riders that those who cover the 225 


miles, even though they do not finish well 
enough up to come within the prizes, will 
receive $20 each as consolation money, it 
having been the experience of the managers 
that amateurs frequently overrate their 
abjlity, and in order that they may have 
s@Me recompense for the expense of train- 
ing this amount is allowed them. 

J. Earl Reynolds, the world’s champ‘on 
amateur skater, will act as referee of the 
race. Mr. Reynolds, who is a Chicago boy, 
recently returned from New York, where 
he gained five world’s championships skat- 
ing against Eastern experts. He is also 
a bicycle rider of some repute, although he 
has only been riding a year. He is fast 
for a quarter or half mile and will this year 
follow the national circuit with the ex- 
pectation of making a record for himself in 
bieycle racing as he has done in skating. 

Frankie Mack, a Minneapolis rider, 
reached here yesterday morning and made 
a trial of the track before noon. 

Marie La Blanche, the Toledo rider, also 
arrived yesterday morning, and she, too, 
went into training immediately. It was her 
first experience in indoor riding and she is 
a little timid, but feels confident that in the 
course Of a day she will feel as much at 
home as on a country road. 

The riders who took part in the Cincinnati 
race all reached here yesterday afternoon. 
They are all in excellent condition, and the 
finish in the race at Cincinnati, in which 
Anderson beat Glaw out by a scarce half- 
wheel length, justifies the friends of Glaw 
in the belief that she will beat Anderson in 
the coming race. Allen finished a close 
third, and she will doubtless prove a factor 
in the struggle for first money. 

Baldwin and Farnsworth have both been 
training incessantly, and with the improved 
track on which the race will be run they 
feel greater confidence in their ability to 
defeat the Swedish girl than they have felt 
at any time since she defeated them all so 
handily a year ago at Battery D.

NEW UNITED’ STATES REVENUE CUTTERS FOR THE GREAT LAKES STATIONS. 


Intended for Fighting Purposes, and with Batteries on Board Deemed Able 
to Handle Any Foreign Gunboat Able to Pass the St. Law- 
rence Canal—Fitted with Ram Bows and Torpedo Tubes. 
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The new United States revenue cutters 
for the great. lakes will be the fastest ves- 
sels afloat on those waters. A speed of 
twenty knots an hour, it is estimated, will 
be attained, and for sea-keeping qualities 
the new ships will be able to hold their dwn 
in the heaviest kind of weather. 

One of the new vessels will probably be 
assigned with headquarters at Chicago and 
the other at Buffalo. As is seen by the 
general plans the new ships are intended 
for fighting purposes, and it is calculated 
that with their regplar batteries on board 
they will be able to handle any foreign 
gunboat which is able to penetrate the St. 
Lawrence Canals. Under the treaty of 
1812 with Great Britain, it will be necessary 
to Keep the batteries for these ships. on 
shore. In peace time only three small 
calibered rapid fire guns will be carried.

Each vessel is fitted with a ram bow and 
torpedo tube. The construction is of steel 
throughout. The principal dimensions are: 


Length, 205 feet; beam, 32 feet 4 inches, and 


draft, 12 feet. Steam will be furnished by 
four Scotch marine boilers capable of work- 
ing under 160 pounds pressure. The engines 


are of the triple exzansion type, the cyl- 


inders measuring in diameter 25 inches, 37% 
inches, and 56% inches, respectively. The 
common stroke is.30.inches. It !s expected 
that 2,800 indicated horse-power will be 
attained. As the new ships, when in fresh 
water, will displace only 820.tons, there wil 
be afforded. more.than three horse-power 
ton of displacement.

MAY WHEAT RANGE FOR WEEK. 


Regarding the general outline of the work 
to be accomplished there is little that may 
not be discounted in advance, the attitude 
of th@® new President and his advisers being 
well outside the pale of speculation. 

‘While there are still *“‘ wars and rumors 
of wars,” the effect is far less disquieting 
than a .week ago. Securities disastrously 
affected by Mediterranean troubles have 
fully recovered the declines made when the 
situation was generally considered much less 
uncertain than itis today. The market dis- 
counted a week ago all the war talk in sight 
and made a quick recovery from the first 
bearish effects thereof. Traders do not, 
therefore, expect much if any further trouble 
from this,source. As compared with times 
of greater prosperity, stocks are admitted- 
ly' at low ebb, but a healthful sign is that 
this is generally the point where investment 
and speculative purchases are made which 
lift values ‘to a higher level. Former bears 
are forced in self-pfotection to become 


a one-sided market, as the small rallies have 
merely been the results of covering by shorts 
who became overenthusiastic on the down 
turns. The statistics of the week have all 
been favorable to holders, but in this there 
has been no change from the previous week. 
The showing of Northwestern arrivals would 
be considered decidedly favorable but for 
the condition of country roads and lines of 
transportation in that section. Clearances 
last week were not particularly large, but 
neither is the total of supplies to European 
countries, Assuming that political compli+ 
cations have lost their force as a market 
factor the crop reports will be watched with 
more than usual interest from now on. The 
trade cannot expect to have much more in 
the way of statistics to point to higher 
prices, as the figures so far given can be 
easily made the basis for drawing the most 
sensational deductions. The Illinois crop 
report which se®ved to firm the market up 
on Saturday and narrow the difference be- 
tween May and July, would really have had 
more effect had it been less radical. The 
statement that the area has been reduced 
one-half and that the yield will be reduced 
to one-third of last year’s crop, or one-half 
of the preceding year’s crop, made without 
any qualification, served to frighten shoris, 
but failed to dévelop any great amount of 
market sentiment among conservative peo- 
ple. The trade is inclined to wait a little 
longer for definite reports on crop prospects. 
In a general way: the winter) has, been, favor- 
able for winter wheat, and while crop stares 
are looked for during March and April, the 
burden of proof will be rather with the peo- 
ple who kill off the crop than with those who 
predict a fair average yield.

The Indiana General Assembly, which has just 
adjourned, passed five insurance laws. One meas- 
ure is directed especially against the practice of 
Chicago agents’of writing large lines in Indlana- 
polis and other cities at the expense of the local 
agents. The law makes it a misdemeanor to so- 
licit business in Indiana by letter or otherwise, 
or to act as agent in any manner for a fictitious 
or unauthorized company. A fine of $100 and im- 
prisonment for six months is the penalty of violat- 
ing the law. Another bi!l includes a repeal of the 
law imposing a penalty of 10 per cent for each 
thirty days they allow a loss under a policy to go 
unpaid after sixty days from the notice of loss. 


The other new laws apply to the regulation and 


formation of mutual and assessment companies. 
An effort was made to secure an anti-compact 
law, but the bill was defeated shortly before the 
Legislature adjourned.

Pana, lll., March 14.—[Special.}—The farm- 
ers in this section report that a large per 
cent of the crop of winter wheat is killed on 
account of the cold dry weather during.the 
winter. Nearly all of that which was sowed 
late is killed, but most of the early planting 
is still in a fair condition. At least half of 
the crop in this section will be a failure. 

Bloomingjon, Ill., March 14.—({Special.J— 
Comparatively little winter wheat is raised 
in McLean County, and so far there is no 
complaint as to the condition of the crop. 
The hard time for winter wheat in this sec- 
tionis, however, yet tocome. Thenext thirty 
days is looked upon as the critical time. 

Galesburg, Llll., March 14.—({Special.]—Re- 
ports from ten grain stations withina radius 
of thirty miles of Galesburg show that in 
this belt the winter wheat is a failure. The 
acreage was not large, but the growing 
plant was killed. In the eastern part of this 
county the ruin was so complete that the 
fields will be plowed and sown to other 
crops. At the elevator here many inquiries 
are being made for spring wheat for re- 
planting. 

Instances are reported in which whole 
fields of the growing grain were forced from 
the .round through the action of water and 
freezing. The estimate that 50 per cent of 
the wheat is killed is low rather than high. 

Springfield, Ill, March 14.—[{Special.]— 
Farmers throughout Sangamon County 
have given up all hope of a wheat crop this 
year. The alternate periods of warm and 
cold weather, together with the vast amount 
of rain that has fallen during the last 
month, have made havoc with the fields, 
and the general opinion among farmers is 
that fully two-thirds of the crop is destroyed, 
while in part of the county the continued 
low price of the cereal kept many from sow- 
ing wheat last fall. In most vicinities the 
usual acreage was planted. Many of these 
fields are now being plowed for the planting 
of corn. Others will be sown in spring 
wheat, which is a rare procedure in this part 
of the country.
